In such cases the shares have been sent up to an unreasonable 
price, or the whole procceds divided amonst the proprietors and shareholders, 
and when poorer ore was afterwards met with the shares, as a matter of 
course, were considerably lessened in value. The proper course to pursue is to 
have an extensive opening of the lodes, to keep a few men constantly mining at 
different poiuts, and a fair rescrve from the very rich workings to pay for any 
falling off which may result when poorer ore is met with. As regards the 
Copper Glance Mine, he is satisfied it would be advisable for the company to 
purchase it at the proposed price, Prof. Clayton, and all the mining engineers 
he engaged to examine it, considered it a most valuable property, and with the 
developments made upon the lode at various poluts shows ore at once obtain- 
able in quantity sufficient to pay for the cash cost of the mine. With two such 
properties, both showing gvod ore, which could be worked under one manage- 
ment at small expense, there would be little doubt of a constant and uninter- 
rupted supply, while in either of them they should be likely any day to strike 
one of those very rich deposits, out of which they might take the value of the 
whole capital of the company. Prof, Clayton, and the other engineers he con- 
ferred with, gave him most positive assurance that, in their opinion, these two 
mines had paying ore enough in sight to keep a large force of miners employed 
for two years, and while each shareholder could base his calculations on the 
reports he has forwarded, he may be allowed to give it as his opinion what he 
believes and expects would be the result, supposing only the medium class of 
ores were worked. Upon an expenditure of from 2v00/. to 30001. in driving tun- 
nels under the lodes, and opening the mines so as to enable sufficient workmen 
to be employed, he believes from the best information he could obtain that they 
can take out as a minimum quantity 30 tons of ore a-day, and sorted to an 
average grade (say) $35 per ton. This would give $1000, or 200/.; or taking 300 
working days, $300,000, or 60,0001, perannum. Theexpense of producing which, 
at the maximum calculation, would not be more than—For mining, $5; for 
hauling to mill, $24 ; for milling, $15=$224, or 41. 10s. Or (say) for 30 tonsa 
day, $135 ; for 300 working days, 40,5001. ; net profit per annum, 19,5001. ; which, 
after deducting 20 per cent. to be paid on preference dividends, or 300v1., woald 
leave 16,5001., or 20 per cent., to be divided amongst the ordinary shares, This 
is calculating upon the low-grade ores, while should the very rich ores be struck 
at any time, the whole capital of the company would be returned in a sbort 
ume. If the above estimates should be considered too large (and he cannot but 
think they arerather under than over the mark), it must not be forgotten that in 
constituting the company it has been provided that the preference shareholders, 
who furuish the working capital, are to have a dividend of 20 per cent., and it 
would only require the small net profit of 3000/. per annum to provide for this, 
thus a large margin may be allowed from the foregoing calculation, and still a 
handsome dividend be left for the ordinary shareholders. Should his sugges- 
tlon be accepted to purchase the Glance Mine, and work it with the Sheboygan 
Mine, the company would bave an extent of mining property that would admit 
as it becomes developed of as many men being employed in the mine as are now 
at work at the Eberhardt and South Aurora Mines, with the great additional 
advantage of having a much smaller capital to pay dividendsupon. In theecal- 
culations he has made he bas taken what has been represented to him as the 
maximum cost per ton for mining ordinary or low grade ores, sorted only up 
to $35 per ton.

very promising charactcr. Numerous assays of the ore have been made, rang- 
ing from $25 to $2500 per ton, but the true test of the value of ores must 
be made by the ton in the ordinary milling process. The general character of 
the ore is the same as that found in Treasure Hill; nearly all the silver is in 
the form of chlorides, with light stains of copper carbonates. The ore is easily 
crushed, and reduced by the cheap methods of stamping and reducing in pans 
without roasting.

tensive and permanent. But there was a limit toeverything. A mine, however 
rich, must be worked and managed on business principles. The profits of mining, 
from their very nature, were fluctuating, and calculations must be madcaccord. 
ingly. In prosperous times, when the working was yielding unusual profits, the 
exploration of the mine must be kept in advance of the stoping from the levels,

The second ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at 
the Cannon-street Terminus Hotel, on Monday, for the purpose of 
receiving the report of the directors and the balance-sheet, and for 
transacting the ordinary business of the company, 

Mr. Ross, F.R.G.8., in the chair. 

The SECRETARY read the notice convening the meeting. 

The manager’s report and balance-sheet being taken as read, 

The CHAIRMANsaid: Gentlemen,—We have been compelled to issue 
the manager's report and balance-sheet with scarcely any introduc. 
tory remarks of our own, from the fact that owing to the magnitude 
of our property I did not conceive it to be possible, in which my col. 
leagues also concurred, to lay before you a comprehensive report 
within any ordinary limits; for my experience teaches me that share. 
holders will not give themselves the trouble to read length documents, 
and, therefore, we have on this occasion endeavoured, by a promise 
of telling you something good, to induce you to be present to-day to 
cross-examine the manager and myself upon the merits of the mine, 
I trust you will say before this meeting is over that I have more than 
fulfilled my promise, Before I proceed to say anything about the 
accounts, let me call your attention to the report which we issued in 
June, 1870. More particularly I would ask you to remember a para 
graph in which we told you that a parcel of lead ore would be ready 
for market in a short time, and that such parcel would be but the 
commencement of regular sales. It is not often that directors of the 
most promising mines are enabled to carry out their promises so com- 
pletely as we have done. If you will turn to the balance-sheet now 
in your hands you will see that on Sept. 30, last year, we sold just 
35 tons of lead, and I am now glad to be able to tell you that with 
the exception of December, last year, when we were stupped by the 
frost, we have not ceased one single month to sell a very good parcel 
of ore. From these sales we have paid all our working cost; we have 
laid down many fathoms of new road; we have constructed an in- 
cline of great length (for which particular work our thanks are

Mr. HESELTINE said, if he understood the matter correctly, the present share- 
holders would have the whole benefit of the present workings, and also a con- 
siderable proportion of the benefit to be derived from working the other portion 
of the property, for which capital would be provided by others. 

Upen the proposition of Mr. OWEN, seconded by Mr. C. A. POWELL, a vote of 
thanks was passed to Capt. Kitto for the satisfactory manuer in which he con- 
tinues to develope the mine. 

Capt. KITTo having acknowledged the vote, stated that when he first visited 
the mine he formed, perhaps somewhat hastily, an unfavourable opinion of the 
property. He did not hesitate to express what he thought. He set to work to 
ascertain all he could with reference to the adjoiuing mine, and from that day 
to the present the more he saw of the mine the more satisfied was he with it, and 
the more he liked it.

SOUTH AURORA SILVER MINING COMPANY. 


The second ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at 

the London Tavern, Bishopsgate, on Wednesday, 
Mr, SATTERTHWAITE in the chair. 

Mr, CADOGAN (secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN said he had to express the great regret and disap- 
pointment the directors felt at not being able to present a more 
flourishing state of the company’s affairs, but before he sat down he 
should be able to show them that there was an amount of cash in 
hand, which he thought was a more hopeful feature than probably 
many of them had anticipated. When this property was first pro- 
posed to be disposed of in this country it was thought desirable that 
an authoritative opinion should be had as to its value. Considerable 
discussion took place as to who should be selected to make the re- 
port, Parties largely interested in the bullion trade were consulted, 
and it eventuated in Mr. Melville Attwood being appointed to exa- 
mine the mine and report thereon. Mr, Attwood inspected the pro- 
perty in March, 1870, and spoke in flattering terms of it, amongst 
other things stating that the quantity of ore in sight was sufficient 
to supply two mills of equal size to the Sandford for many years to 
come. This was a very hopeful appearance of things, but at that 
time came political complications, and the great war between France 
and Prussia, and the property was not sold until the autumn of the 
year. By that time another examination of the property had been 
made by Mr Attwood. Under date Sept. 29, he says—“ On the 18th 
inst. I again made another careful examination of the mines, and it 
is with great satisfaction I am able to verify all the statements made 
in my previous report. The workings since March have developed 
large bodies of rich ore.” It was upon the faith of this report that 
the prospectus was issued in Ovtober of last year. It would seem, 
too, that the manager expressed the same op!nion—at all events, to 
a considerable extent, for he wrote on Jan. 4 that “The mine looks 
exceedingly well, and is yielding about 50 tonsdaily, which may be in- 
creased after the necessary connections are made: the mine shows 
an inexhaustible supply of ore.” Extracts from several other mana- 
gers’ letters were read, which stated that the unexpectedly low grade 
of ore was attributable to the difficulty of carting the ore in conse- 
quence of the weather. Referring to Mr. Hague, the manager 
stated that that gentleman had been at the mine six days, carefully 
examining the mines, and that no doubt his report would be satis- 
factory. From some cause or other, in view of the diminished quan- 
tity of ore and the low grade, the directors induced Mr. Hague, who 
was to examine the Chloride Flat for the company, to give a report 
upon South Aurora; and his report showed that tho milling and 
mining together, at least according to Mr. Hague’s judgment, cost 
$25 per ton, or about $5 more than that set forth by Mr. Attwood, 
while the quality was inferior. About that time, seeing there wasa 
shortness of ore in South Aurora, the directors turned their attention 
to the neighbouring mines, to see whether they could not secure a 
property yielding ore in greater quantity, and of better quality, An 
offer was made to sell the Chloride Flat, the adjoining mine, for 
10,0002, There occurred, however, some difficulty in making this 
purchase, inasmuch as the company was formed to develope the 
South Aurora Mine; but if it were competent for the company to 
acquire Chloride Flat, it most certainly should be done. (Hear, 
hear.) Orders were sent to obtainsome ore from Chloride Flat, and 
it was found that 162 tons yielded $23,247, or an average of $136°38 
perton, The expense had not been given so accurately, but taking 
it at $23 per ton, left a profit of 1579/7. on the 162 tons treated. The 
pulp run through the mill was $175 per ton. On Oct. 9 Mr. Benjamin 
expected the run on Chloride Flat ore would produce $15,000 ; if 
that be so, it would be an average of $160 per ton, showing & very 
rich payisg quality. With regard to the waterworks alluded to ip 
the report, he was very sorry to find thas many parties thought there 
waé some difficulty about this matter—some parties thought the water 
might be cut off, and stop the supply altogether. That might be 
true, but the waterworks had the water for sale, and there could be 
no reason, so long as the company paid for the water, why it should 
not be supplied. There was no doubt it was a very valuable property 
—to the mining and milling interest it was its life-blood. So that, 
if it were possible, the South Aurora Company should become pos- 
sessed of those works, but that was a matter which should be left 
over, The accounts had been audited by the shareholders’ own au- 
ditor, and he was very sorry there should have been any loss of 
vouchers in removing from one office to the other; but it appeared 
to have been a pure accident; it could not result in any loss, as 
the cheques had passed through the bankers, who could easily ac- 
count for the way in which the cheques had been paid. The direc- 
tors had found very great difficulty in obtaining any accurate infor- 
mation as to the actual results from the statements sent home by 
the managers, They had asked for cost-sheets, and had only received 
one, Had those cost-sheets been regularly forwarded they would 
have afforded the directors the means of ascertaining the exact posi- 
tion of the company from month to month. He was sorry to say 
they had been unable to obtain that information. Mr. Benjamin 
appeared to be an excellent manager, but did not appear to consider 
it necessary to inform the shareholders as to what was going on from 
mouth tomonth. However, talking of the revenue account, there 
had been received and cold in London silver bars to the value of 
61,6992., and a net profit of 19227. had been realised from crushing 
about 1500 tons of Eberhardt and Aurora ores, their mill at the time 
not being able to crush for themselves: that had resulted in a net 
profit, and therefore the shareholders would agree with him that the 
manager acted very wisely in accepting that contract. It was an 
evidence also of the very substantial character of their mill. He 
was bound tosay the secretary and officers had worked extremely 
hard in keeping the transfers well posted up, considering their large 
number. They paid Mr, Hague 300/, for his report, by which they 
considered they obtained an intimate knowledge of their property, 
As to the profit and loss, the first item was the dividend, 52202, 
which was arranged with the proprietors in March ; subsequently 
they were able to pay an interim dividend of 10,000/., having at that 
time a balance of 16,000/., out of which it was paid. At that time 
they obtained a concession from the owners of 20,000 shares, who 
consented to defer the receipt of their dividend ; and under the cir- 
cumstances the directors considered they would not have done their 
duty to the shareholders had they not accepted the offer, and made the 
distribution—the result showed that in August they had 15,000/,, the 
general balance-sheet showed the purchase of the property at 300,000/., 
partly in cash, and the remainder in shares, After their appoint- 
ment as directors they wrote to ascertain the value of the stores, which 
in September were reported to be worth 8000/,—the auditors consi- 
dered that a liability of the company, and had deducted it ; 60002, 
had been expended in exploring the mine, which was totally apart 
from the expense of raising the ore and working the mill—inasmuch 
as that amount had been refunded to the company they had consi- 
dered it proper to place it on the credit side of the balance-sheet. 
He next came to the company’s present position, in which he thought 
there was at least a crumbof comfort, They had at the London and 
County Bank 5305/., and upon deposit 3371/., exclusive of interest 
which had accrued since August ; and they had in the hands of 
Messrs. Seligman, their agent, 6520/., making a total of 15,1982, less 
cheques drawn for sundry small items for advertising, rent, &c., 
amounting to 1602, A telegram was received only yesterday stating 
that there had been shipped during October $27,600, and that there 
was in the pans $7000, making with the September shipment $41,278.

He (the 
Chairman) did not know what they were likely to get out of that; 
therefore they must wait and see. He was very sorry that, Nov. 1

Mr. PETER WATSON supposed their accounts were about even. There was an 
additional month's cost to charge, but against this heestimated that they must 
have about 12 tons of tin broken, for which the costs had been pald, so that if 
it had been actually sold at 801. per ton, which was about its value, there would 
not be much balance either way.——Capt. ROGERS had no doubt they had as 
much tin paid for as Mr. Watson stated, and they had also made some heavy 
purchases of machinery and plant out of the returns, the advantage of which 
would, of course, be felt in future worklogs. 

The subjotned report was then read, Capt. ROGERS at the @ame time explain- 
ing the several points mentioned by means of sections of the lodes :—

They intended to test the boiters periodically by 
hydraulic pressure, and keep a careful record of the dateand result of each test, 
Mr. WATSON enquired what sort of water they had for the boiler ?——Mr, 
EUSsTICR sald the water could have had nothing to do with causing the collapse, 
fur the water was quite clean—in fact, very good water, — The CHAIRMAN did 
not see that more could be done than they had now done to prevent the recur- 
of accident. 
“ie FURLEY thought the main question was as to when they might expect a 
dividend ?——Capt. RoGeRs considered that what they bad done already would 
have been sufficient to give them a dividend had it not been for their unfortu- 
nate mishaps. The first accident cost them 5001., and the last about 3001, 20 
that there was 800/. at once.

MINING IN NEVADA—VISIT TO TREASURE HILU. 
[Continued from the Supplement to the Mining Journal of October 21.) 
The Eberhardt and Aurora Company’s tramway, Hodgson’s patent, 

built last year, is 11,000 ft. inlength. The elevation above sea level 
at the top is 9150 ft., and at Eberhardt City, the lower end, 7150 ft. 
A 16-horse power engine at that place furnishes the power for pass- 
ing the wire-rope around the drum, the buckets passing up one line 
and down the other, The steel wire issuspended on posts, the high- 
est of which is 130} ft. and the lowest 20 ft. They are built of strong 
timbers, 10 in. thick, and braced and framed together stoutly. There 
are five stations on the line, having an angle of 35°, The total cost 
of the tramway was $80,000. Since it was built thcy had some trou- 
ble with slack wire, and Mr, Thairwall, the Tramway Company’s 
agent, came from England in order to make such alteration as was 
deemed necessary. It was found that the difference in the elevation 
(2000 ft.) between the upper and lower ends was the cause of the ex- 
pansion and contraction of the wire; it being much warmer at 
Eberhardt City than upon the hill, The tightening pulley was taken 
from the hill and placed below where the slack was, The expansion 
of the whole wire, 11,000 ft. long and lin. diameter, was 60 ft. The 
buckets carry 200lbs. each at a trip, and the ore can be loaded at 
the mills below at a cost of from 75c. to $1 per ton, On one occa- 
sion 300 tons were carried down in 24 hours. The tramway runs 
down to the Mahogany Canon and over a rough precipitous ravine, 
and some of the posts are being raised so as to keep it as much as 
possible on a level, It is the largest one, I believe, in the United 
States, and must prove a remunerative investment, as in summer it 
costs $3 per ton and in winter from $5 to $7 for hauling the ore in 
wagons from the mines to the mills below. The curves, either sharp 
or of a large radius, are easily passed, and it answers the purposes 
or a railway without the necessity of embankments, tunnels, or 
bridges. There are three lines of telegraph wire running up the hill, 
which they use for sending messages, instead of signalising, as before. 

EBERHARDT CITY is a small place, with but few stores and houses, 
Through the kindness of the manager, I paid a visit to one of the 
large mills here, There are two very large engines, respectively 150 
and 125-horse power to drive the stamps, pans, settlers, &c, The 
fly-wheels are 18 ft. in diameter, There are six large boilers to fur- 
nish steam for the engine and pans, The mill has 60 stamps, 22 
pans, 11 settlers, and 3 agitators, and the proprietors claim that they 
can work the ore up to within 90 per cent. of fire assay. Forty men 
are employed, The arrangements are very complete for doing the 
work, the pulp being taken from the batteries to the pans in cars, 
and C, P, Stanford’s patent self-feeders are used, and said to give 
satisfaction. The engine, &c., was built by Booth and Co., of San 
Francisco, The mill generally, under the superintendence of Mr, G. 
Attwood, is one of the finest I have seen on this coast. 

The SourH AURORA COMPANY'S MILL has 30 stamps, weighing 
750 lbs. each, 16 pans, 8 settlers, and 4 agitators; they also use the 
self-feeders, and crush from 50 to 60 tons per day, All the ore for 
both these mills is brought down on the tramway spoken of above. 
Near the City of Hamilton are the 

ROTHSCHILD’S SMELTING WORKS, which cost $60,000, There are 
three large stacks, 8 ft, square. A 40-horse power engine, and one 
of Root’s patent blowers at these works. ‘The building is a stone 
one, 180 ft. long and 30ft. wide. These works are now idle, They 
were built by J. A. Mattison, who started to build a refinery in con- 
nection therewith, but before it was finished his creditors in San 
Francisco attached the mill, although when completed the furnace 
was fired up, and turned out 207 tons of bullion. Evarts and Co, 
have bought all the bills, and should they not be redeemed shortly 
this splendid property will all belong to them. This would be a 
splendid investment to any parties wanting to look into it, and no 
doubt would pay well. The district, I have every reason to believe, 
can furnish a sufficient quantity of base ore to keep the works in 
full operation.

It is undoubtedly the case that, for some years back, a certain amount of dis- 
couragement crept into the public mind in relation to the permanence of the 
Comstock ledge. The ore bodies in the Hale and Norcross, the Savage, and sub- 
sequently in the Chollar, relieved for a time the adverse aspect of the mines after 
the rich chimneys of the Gould and Curry and the Ophir had been worked out. 
The original discovery of the Ophir group gave a product of $7,500,000 in ten 

ears; fhe body of orein the Gould and Curry yielded $15,545,935 ; the Hale and 

Yorcross bonanza gave $5,540,038 ; that of the Savage produced $14,411,350; the 
Chollar has given $10,283,510, and the Crown Point, $1,410,754. These successive 
bodies gave out one after the other, and the tendency was downward, until, a 
year since, Crown Point and Belcher were barely $3 per share; say from the 
former mine $4°,°00 with all its properties and equipments, In November the 
Belcher sold at $2, and the Crown Point at $3, per share—thbat is, $20,000 for 
the Belcber and $36,000 for the Crown Point ; say $56,000 forboth mines. Those 
figurcs represent the amount of discouragement in the public mind at that time 
jo respect of the Comstock mines. Suddenly ore was discovered in the lower level 
of the Crown Point, and this has been developed in both mines to a body of ore 
which bas been sunk upon 300 feet perpendicular depth, of a length 375 feet in 
the Crown Point, and 166 feet in the Belcher, as far as gone, being a length of 
bil feet.

yalue of $7,600,000. How far the whole body of ore extends is merely conjecture. 

These figures are very startling; they indicate the great and radical change 
which takes place in the public mind, forced upon it by developments which no 
one was prepared to believein. Itis, of course, a consequence that all the mines 
in that region are influenced by this discovery, because all of them have, by 
turns, enjoyed the smaller bodies of ore found in the upper levels, and all of 
them may reasonably expect to encounter similar bodies, if not so extensive, It 
would seem from this state of facts in that lode, supported by similar events in 
the Ely and Eureka districts, as well as throughout the whole breadth of Nevada 
to Salt Lake, also the immense quartz and gravel claims in this State now 
waiting for water, that a production of the precious metals is about to be wit-

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REMARKS.—A good and steady business has been done in most 
metals during the week. Prices have been fully maintained, and in 
some cases an advance has been established. The pressure of work 
in some departments has been so great that the greatest difficulty is 
experienced in obtaining prompt delivery, The retention of the Bank 
rate at 5 per cent., when the general expectation led to the conclusion 
of probable reduction, has not exercised any prejudicial effect on our markets, 
and so long as the current of business flows in the legitimate channel of supply 
and demand a 5 per cent. rate of di-count will not act as any check upon sound 
transactions. The chief demand during the weck has been upon Iron and tin, 
the former for railway and shipbuilding purposes, and the latter has been 
bought up on account of short supplies and large deliveries, 

CoprER.—There is no fresh feature to report as to this market, 
Buyers are as unwilling as ever to come forward, and this unwilling- 
ness was further strengthened by advices received on Oct. 26 of Chili 
charters for the last fortnight in August of 4600 tons of fine copper. 
The market was unsteady for a time, and business became contracted 
within the narrowest limits, until further advices from Chili reported 
charters of 1900 tons for the first fortnight ip September, and 1100 tons for the 
last fortnight, giving a total of only 3000 tons of fine copper for the whole month, 
of which 100 toons are appropriated for Havre. Upon the reception of this news 
a somewhat better feeling became apparent, but there is no activity in the 
market, nor will there be, so far as it is possible to form an opinion from past 
experience, until an active demand springs up. The home demand is steady. 
The continental demand might improve, but still a fair business is doing, and 
we hear that there are enquiries setting in from the East, but until the position 
of the eastern markets enables merchants to increase their limits it docs not 
seem that the enquiries are likely to result in any great amount of actual 
business, and until this is the case the home market may, probably, remain 
much as it is at present. The stock of copper at present at Swansea unsold is 
represented by about 6450 tons of fiue copper, The published report states that 
private sales have realised 13s. 9d. per unit. At public ticketing British and 
foreign ores have averaged 13s. 544d. ; Cape regulus, 14s. ; aud Moonta, 13s. 734d. 
per unit, Ores and regulus of good quality are quoted at 14s. 104d. to 14s.; 
Chill bars, ordinary brands, 671. 15s. to 68/. 5s. ; tough cake, 751. to 76/. Not- 
withstauding the continuance of the lack of business the market ts, perhaps, 
steadier at the beginuing of this month than it was towards the latter end of 
September. Yellow metal is unchanged, 

Iron.—Our reports from the North of England continue to be per- 
fectly satisfactory. The wages question having been finally disposed 
of, and the nine-hours movement conceded, the men have returned 
to their work, and orders at remunerative prices flow in with suffi- 
cient rapidity to keep makers’ books well filled; so that no anxiety 
is felt on the question of a sufficiency of work for the remainder of 
this year and for the beginning of next, ‘he market for ralls is exceptionally 
firm, and prices are looking up. Present quotations stand at about 71. per ton. 
Bar-iron 15s. higher, and in good demand. The shipbuilders in the North 
Country riversare very busy, having a large number of iron vessels on the stocks, 
so that plate-iron commands a high price, and is steadily enquired for. Pigs 
remain unaltered in price since our last ; but the market is very firm, and con- 
tracts are entered into for forward delivery at full rates, This fact is indica- 
tive of what the general impression is with regard to the course the market is 
likely to take. Great efforts continue to be made in completing heavy shipments 
to foreign ports, previous to the closing of the shipping season, and large quan- 
tities of iron have gone into home consumption, so that it is expected that 
makers’ returns for tae month of October will show a diminished stock. From 
South Wales the reports are fairly satisfactory. The uneasy feeling which has 
so long prevailed regarding the wages question does not appear to be altogether 
allayed, and makers are chary about taking orders unless the time of delivery 
is left an open question. Shipments to America are being proceeded with, and 
have been and are very heavy. New contracts are being entered into on foreign 
account; and although exports are large in the fulfillment of outstanding orders, 
yet there is no fear but that a continuous demand will supply continuous la- 
bour throughout the winter months, Home requirements take up a large quan- 
tlty of the make, and buyers being confirmed iu the often-repeated declaration 
that prices are tending upwards are purchasing more freely than before. 

The market for Scotch Pig bas been very excited throughout the week ; a large 
business has resulted at steadily advancing prices. A rise of nearly 3s. per ton 
has taken place since our last, to-day’s quotations being 65s. 8d. cash. Ship- 
ments continue to be very heavy, and the demand from various quarters is 
large. Shipments for the week ending Oct. 28, 1471, 19,900 tons ; Oct. 29, 1870, 
13,119 tons: Increase, 6781 tons. ‘Total increase since Dec, 25, 1870, 147,375 tons, 
The Staffordshire market, which for a long period continued in a state of par- 
tlal inactivity, is now as active as those of Wales or the North of England. 
Some makers are already refusing orders at full rates, and a further advance 
in price is almost a certainty. Iu Swedish Iron there is not much doing, owiug 
to the shipping season being nearly over, if not quite, and the great scarcity of 
supplies in the London market. No offer except at full prices will be enter- 
tained for forward contracts, The large quantities of Swedish pigs shipped to 
America limit the rate of bars within a narrow compass, so that higher prices 
are looked for. F 

LEAD is steady, but quiet. 

SPELTER continues in good demand, and prices are yet further 
advancing ; 197. 5s, to 192, 7s. 6d. has been given for Silesian, and 
the market closes strong. Stock in London on Oct. 31, 3265 tons, 
Tin.—The fact of an advance of nearly 4/. per ton in Straits having 
taken place since our last report is a sufficient indication of the course 
of the market, Throughout the week a very active demand has pre- 
vailed, and an extensive business has been concluded, at steadily ad- 
vancing prices, with, perhaps, the exception of one day, when the 
market became slightly unsteady, from which, however, it rapidly re- 
covered. The deliveries of Straits during the past month are re- 
ported at 546 tons, and stocks at close of same 920 tons, It seems 
not improbable that higher rates may rule before long.

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COLLIERY DISASTERS. 


Facts have crowded upon us in the past few days that painfuliy 
illustrate the considerable period that mustyet elapse before the coal 
mines of Great Britain are likely to be worked with that freedom 
from disaster which is the ambition of every Government Inspector 
of Mines, and no less so of all our colliery managers. The facts re- 
veal an amount of disregard of the common rules of prudence, to- 
gether with surprising recklessness, that must prove very dishearten- 
ing to men who desire to conduct their mines in a manner at once cre- 
ditable to themselves and to their order, 

How astonishing the procedure of the men who were specially told 
off to prevent an accident that was foreboded last week in a noto- 
rious pit in Scotland. At Sterlaw, near Bathgate, there is a pit in 
which what has been expressively termed the “great burning” hap- 
pened last year. The manager feared an explosion, and, therefore, 
put two men to act as firemen, with special instructions to exercise 
scrupulous care that all went on well. Will it be believed that, if 
the circumstances as at present understood should be borne out in 
the evidence that will yet have to be taken before the constituted 
authorities, one of these two men has, by his extraordinary careless- 
ness, brought about the calamity that was dreaded. At about eight 
in the morning these men went into the workings, one of them with 
a defective safety-lamp. A very severe explosion followed. Both 
the men were burnt, and with them four colliers, Of these one has 
died, and others remain in a precarious condition. Of course this 
calamity points to the examining of lamps before they are taken 
down; but if men who have to act as firemen cannot be trusted to 
see that their lamps are safe who can? Then, it may be asked, why 
was it needful that the special care should have to be taken which 
the manager saw was requisite? As to this last enquiry, however, 
where is the colliery manager who in a fiery seam can keep his pitin 
such a condition as not now and again to give vise to apprehension 
and to the necessity for extra vigilance. Wecome now to an explosion 
which occurred at the Tapton pit, belonging to the Tapton Coal and 
Iron Company (Limited), of which the mamaging director is Mr. 
HouFrorD. The pit is usually known as the Wallsend Pit, and is 
situate about a mile from Chesterfield. There two men have been 
suffocated by the carbonic acid gas resulting from the explosion, 
and two have died from the severity of their burns, The first two 
were brothers, and named FuRNISS; the last two are named LOWE 
and OAKLEY. The ventilation was good on one day, but early on the 
next gas was found. On the first day two sheets, to regulate the cur- 
rent of air, were hung across the north level, at about 120 yards 
down Lowe's bord, and 30 yards on the shaft side of the point where 
the gas had been discovered by the fireman. Unhappily, the sheets, 
instead of being hung a few inches from the roof, were fastened close 
up to it, and space left on the floor instead of at the roof, It had 
been customary for all the men to work with naked lights in these, 
the top pits of thecolliery, LOWE and OAKLEY went down together, 
LowFE first, and carrying a lamp that he had borrowed from the de- 
puty, for he was short of candles, and OAKLEY a naked light. Im- 
mediately that LOWE lifted the second sheet the gas fired at OAKLEY’S 
candle, aud they were both so fearfully burnt that they died on the 
following day, and two other colliers have also been much burnt. 
When the fire had spent itself the brothers FURNISS were found 
dead at their place of work, nearat hand, Whilst in the case at Ster- 
law the explosion broke down a strong brick building, overturned 
hutches, and rent the sides of the mine in several places, this oc- 
currence at Chesterfield does not seem to have been productive of 
much destruction, although the explosion was of much force. No 
thanks, however, to the workpeople, The ovérman and his deputies 
should have seen to the sheets being properly hung. If they had 
been so hung the probability is that all would have gone well. Can 
it be that the people at this pit are not yet sufficiéntly educated in 
the principles of their calling to know that carburetted hydrogen is 
lighter than air, and its tendency would be to hang at the back of the 
sheets? To this point the air should have been directed by the re- 
quisite space between the sheet and the roof, 3o that, mixing with 
the gas, the element of danger might bé swept away. The very re- 
verse of this was done, for the air was sent along the floor, where it 
was not needed. Itis clear that the discipline at the Tapton Colliery 
is not what it ought to be, and that there is plenty of room for bet- 
ter ventilation, 

But this want.of sufiicient trade knowledge, and this absence of 
close discipline, pales before an explosion that occurred on Monday 
at the Burtonholm Colliery, Ayrshire, whereby four men lost their 
lives, and six or seven others were severely injured, The explosion 
was the result of the gross carelessness of the fireman, whose duty it 
was to descend the shaft before the crushers, to ascertain that all was 
right. 
time as the crushers, who numbered twelve men. On reaching the 
bottom of the shaft the fireman told the men to follow him into the 
workings, which they did with thcir naked lamps ; they had only pro- 
ceeded a short distance when the explosion took place. The fireman 
and three other men were killed instantaneously ; several of the others 
were severely injured, more than one of them not being expected to 
live. Three of the men who were killed leave wives and families, 

A few days before, at the Old Gadley’s pit, near Aberdare, five men 
were at work in a heading at about three in the morning when, itis 
conjectured that a door was left open, the current of air diverted, 
and through a sudden accutculation of gas, and a want of caution 
on the part of one of the men with the lamp, the gas fired, and killed 
four of the five. It is very gratifying to know that in the many 
years this pit has been worked only one life had before this accident 
been sacrificed through the firing of gas. Colliery managers should 
be ceaseless in explaining to their subordinates what are the regula- 
tions it is imperatively necessary they should observe when by some 
temporary disarrangement of the ventilation it is necessary to hang 
cloths, or otherwise for a time to adopt patching remedies. But of 
firemen who in the known face of danger are reckless enough to 
take with them defective lamps, much less of firemen who madly 
rush into danger, and as they do so call others to their doom, what 
is it possible to say? Against such conduct what provision can a 
manager meke? 

The using of defective lamps and of mixed lights is not the only 
criminal frailty of our firemen and colliers. How hard it is fo get 
them to believe in the necessity for lamps if they are near the shaft 
bottom, or have been accustomed to work without lamps, Of the 
first-mentioned difficulty an instance. happened a few days ago at 
Worsley, where an explosion occurred at the Worsley Common Pits, 
belonging to the Earl of Ellesmere. The-particulars of the “ acci- 
dent” have been made known, Without repeating them, we will ob- 
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serve how very like this accident to one that happened at almost the 
{same time in South Staffordshire. There, at the Bradley Colliery

Happily no one was fata) 
injured, and several of them are now ready to begin work tome 
They have to attribute the saving of their lives—first, to the com . 
ratively small quantity of gas; and next, to the excellent current of 
air that surrounded it. Much is constantly heard about the men de 
manding legislative interference for their protection from collie , 
proprietors and colliery managers. When shall we hear of their 
being equally determined to do what they can themselves acgom, 
plish without Government aid? The very men who are now able to 
return to work at the pit last spoken of were upon strike a da or 
two ago, against the determination of their masters that henceforth 
they should use lamps; and they even declined to return and 
lamps even after the proprietors had promised to make their terms 
of remuneration higher, so that they should not lose by the change 
till they got used to the new light. Correctly Mr. BAKER, the Jp. 
spector for the South Staffordshire district, remarks, in his report 
just issued, that unless the working miners more heartily CO-Operaty 
with the colliery managers in doing everything in their power tg 
avert accidents, simultaneously with efficient management, the legis. 
lative enactments will never be satisfactorily realised, ‘even though 
Inspectors should become as numerous as the pits themselves,” 

In the foregoing observations we have not noticed the very dis. 
tressing accident at the splendid Seaton Colliery of Earl Vang, where 
28 lives were lost, and a valuable seam of coal has fired. We have 
not included it because the evidence, as at present forthcoming. ig 
not so conclusive as in either of the foregoing cases of the absence 
of care or the want of discipline, At the same time, the disaste 
having happened in the night is more likely to point to the former 
though it is a fact that the men were all experienced miners, most of 
them long familiar with the workings. The strict oversight exer, 
cised throughout Durham as a district, and the superb engineering 
work below ground there to be seen upon almost every hand, is de 
monstrative of the great care almost inseparable from colliery ma. 
nagement in that partofthe kingdom. We do not, therefore, belieyg 
that such an accident would have happened in the daytime, with the 
work of the pit in complete gear.

Not only is the Australian consumption of English coal thus insig. 
nificant, but it is also declining, although there is a continued pros 
gress in the population and wealth of the Australias, Coasting steam 
navigation has attained some little importance both in the Austra. 
lias and New Zealand, and great lines cf steamers also touch at va- 
rious antipodean ports, to say nothing of the occasional visits of Eng. 
lish and other war steamers, The insignificance of the demand for 
English coal in the presence of these circumstances can have only 
one explanation—the progress of coal mining in Australia and New 
Zealand, and the development of coal working in Borneo, Mining 
for coal has attained considerable importance at Newcastle, in New 
South Wales, and it is now receiving some attention in Tasmanis 
and New Zealand. We gave details recently as to the progress of 
coal mining industry in Borneo, As population becomes more dene 
at the antipodes, so that the pressure for existence stimulates human 
energies to a greater extent than at present, mining for coal will, 
doubtless, be carried on.with greater vigour. The Australias have 
at present attained only that early stage of civilisation in which pas 
toral and agricultural industry receives attention, but it is clear that 
they are not wanting in the elements of future industrial greatnesy 
and that they will be able to meet from their own resources most of 
the requirements of modern existence. 

It is needless to say that this circumstance is a most important gu 
rantee for the future progress of Australia and New Zealand, Alieady 
we see numerous signs of energy and activity, which are all trace 
able to the existence of antipodean coal. The Dutch Indian Steam 
Navigation Company, for instance, has made a proposal to some of 
the Australian Governments that a monthly steamer should ply be 
tween Batavia, Moreton Bay, Bowen, and Sydney, making the las 
port the terminus. Proposals have been brought forward in Victoris 
for the commencement of the manufacture of beetroot sugar in thst 
edlony. Again, intelligence from the province of Auckland, Net 
Zealand, states that the Waikato Steam Navigation Company hi 
determined to push a trade in the Waikato district for coal. It 
is in this Waikato district that more than one of the lamentable gut 
rilla struggles, dignified with the name of New Zealand wars, have 
taken place; now the most potent agent of modern civilisation 
being brought into it, and everyone may confidently hope that it will 
work as many marvels in this region of storms and strife as it bas 
achieved elsewhere. Returning for a moment to Australia prope 
we may note that a meeting has been held at Bulladellab, to take 
into consideration the advisability of establishing steam commu 
cation between Port Stephens, Booral, Newcastle, and Sydney. A 
local committee has been formed to forward the idea, which, of 
course, owes whatever importance it may possess to the existence of 
indigenous coal, And that coal mining in New South Wales is 0% 
without a solid value already may be inferred from the fact tht 
during the last few years the neighbouring colony of Victoria lis 
betn importing.what Sir CHARLES DILKE would call New Sout 
Welsh coal, at the very respectable rate of 165,000 tons per annum. 
The Victorians, ever enterprising aud energetic, are beginning ' 
chafe a little under the annual tribute which they have to pay 
New South Wales for coal, and they are calling in consequei? 
upon the Victorian Government to offer a large reward for the 
istence of a payable coal field. The discovery of such a coal fel 
in Victoria would, it is contended, enable the Victorians to utilise - 
iron ore which is said to abound all over their colony, but which 8 
present is a valueless commodity, owing to the high price of the a 
required for its reduction.

FuRTHER DISCOVERY OF IRON ORE IN IRELAND.—The county of 
Antrim is not the only part of Ireland where iron ore exists. Inthe 
western part of the county Fermanagh, on the north shore of Lough 
Erne, close to the village of Billuk, where the now well-known porce- 
Jain factory is located, there has recently been discovered a red he- 
matite, similar to the Lancashire ore, and also an iron ore rich in 
manganese, These ores contain from 50 to 60 per cent. metallic iron ; 
they are found close to the junction of the mountain limestone and 
gneiss, which underlie the northern part of the Connaught coal mea- 
sures (which are so rich in clayband ironstone), There have been 
several successful trials made from these ores over a district of five 
piles in an east and west direction. There has been a recent exami- 
pation made by an experienced mining agent from the Cleator Moor 
district, who has reported most favourably as to the prospects of a 
Jjarge deposit of red hematite being discovered. Up to the end of 
the 17th century iron was made at Billuk, where there are the re- 
mains of old works, but there is no record of where the ore smelted 
was obtained, although there are indications of old men’s works in 
the limestone. The railway from Billuk to Dundalk and London- 
derry runs close to the trial pits, so that if hematite should be found 
toexistin large quantities there is every facility for export by London- 
derry and Gremore. This is the only locality in Ireland where red 
hematite, similar to that in Lancashire, has been found, and now 
that this ore has become so valuable for the manufacture of steel it 
js to be hoped the discovery will not be left unutilised, and there is 
ample space for several workings. There are other localities in Ire- 
land where valuable iron ore exists, particularly one where there is 
an ore rich in manganese, and close to a good harbour, of which we 
may give an account on some future occasion. 





UNWROUGHT STEEL.—The exports of unwrought steel in Septem- 
ber amounted to 3586 tons, against 3444 tons in September, 1870, and 
9991 tons in September, 1869. In the exports for September France 
figured for 369 tons, and the United States for 1506 tons. lu the nine 
months ending Sept. 30 this year our aggregate exports of steel were 
96,801, tons, against 26,357 tons in the corresponding period of the 
year 1870, and 24,706 tons in the correspnding period of the year 1869, 
In these totals the exports to the United States were 14,245 tons, 
against 12,125 tons in the corresponding period of 1870, and 12,224 
tons in the corresponding period of 1869, The value of the un- 
wrought steel exported in September was 112,504/., against 105,9077, 
in September, 1870, and 87,4687, in September, 1869 ; and in the nine 
months ending Sept. 30 this year, 830,415/., against 830,954/, in 1870, 
and 764,1112, in 1869 (corresponding periods), 








REPORT FROM NORTH WALES.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


Nov, 2.—The committee appointed to consider the best means of 
freeing from water the inundated mines in the Tunstall and Burslem 
districts have authorised Mr. Knight, of Newcastle, to apply to Par- 
liament for an Act enabling the owners and lessees of mines in the 
district to adopt a combined system of drainage, and to charge the 
cost thereof by rate on the mines benefitted in proportion to the ad- 
vantages derived by each property. A guarantee fund to secure the 
cost of this application in the event of its proving unsucceasful is 
now being raised, the mortgagees of the Phenix Collieries heading 
the list with 5007, The colliers inthe employ of Messrs. Williamson, 
at Goldenhil?, Lowland, Brownhill, Storetrough, and Tower-hill Col- 
lieries, not having received the advance conceded by most of the other coalmas- 
ters in the district, have been warmly agitating the question, with the support 
of the Amalgamated Association of Miners. A strike was considered positive at 
the early part of the week, but yesterday tt was announced that the advance had 
been conceded, and the dispute ended. More than 100) co'llers are employed by 
this firm. Thecollicrs in theemploy of Mr. Bowers, of Berry-bill, were on strike 
last week and a portion of the present for an advance in wages of 6d. per day. 
Mr. Bowers offered 3d., with the promise of a further 3d. in January, should the 
circumstances of the trade justify it. On Saturday someof the men had accepted 
these terms, and returned to their work, and their example has since been fol- 
lowed by most, if nt all, of the remainder. ThelIron Trade of North Stafford- 
shire continues very buoyant. Stocks of plg-iron are unusually light, and the 
yield of finished iron ts not adequate to the existing demand. 

In the Cannock Chase district some disturbance on the wages ques- 
tion has recently taken place, At most of the collieries the men have becu ask- 
ing for an advance, The Cannock and Kugeley Company conceded this demand 
to the men, and offered half the rate to the boys. The latter, however, refused 
these terms, and 300 of them have this week been on strike. They ask 6d. per 
day rise in wages and eight hours work. Nearly 100 boats are, in consequence, 
lying idle in the canal and basin, A number of the men employed by the West 
Cannock Collicry Company have also been on strike for several days past. As 
this parcel is being dispatched a report reaches us, which we hope will prove 
well founded, that the dispute in both cases bave been amicably sectled. In 
otber parts of South Staffordshire the labour market, so far as the coal trade 
is concerned, presents no indication of disturbance, either actual or impending. 
The demand everywhere is brisk, and quotations are fully sustained. The en- 
quiries fur ironstone are very numerous, and best samples of hematite, as well 
as native ores, are realising exceedingly stiff prices. 

In the Iron Trade of: the district a very brisk demand is reported 
both for pigs and finishediron, The leading houses are maintaining 
the standing of 9/, for merchant bars, with proportionate prices for 
other descriptions, the quotations of second-class firms varying from 
81. 5s, to 82, 153, . The production of iron in South Staffordshire has 
not for many years past been so remunerative asit is justnow. The 
Coseley Wire Mill, near Bilston, formerly carried on by Mr. U. H. Ontons, has 
been taken by an Oldbury firm, and will recommence operations as soon as the 
necessary repairs have been completed. The Deepfields [rouworks, in the same 
locality, are also being got ready for operation, after standing idle for several 
years. In other parts of the district preparations are iu progress for increasing 
the present yleld, both of pigs and finished tron. 

The nine-hours system has been adopted by most of the leading 
engineers in Birmingham and the district, without any demand, much less agi- 
tation, on the part of the men, 

Mr. D. W. Lees, of Willenhall, has been unanimously elected secre- 
tary of the South Midjand Institute of Engineers, in the room of Mr. James 
Cope, resigned. 

The demand for foundry work is actively sustained throughout the 
Black Country, milland forge machinery belng still a leading feature of enquiry. 








REPORT FROM SOUTH LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE, 


Nov, 2.—In every department of the staple industries of South Lan- 
cashire trade is brisker than it has been for many years at this season, 
and there is every prospect that this very satisfactory state of affairs 
will be maintained during the greater part of the winter. So far as 
the Coal Trade is concerned, its present position is doubtless to be at- 
tributed more to general prosperity within the county than to any 
greatincrease in the quantity of coal sent beyond its borders, although 
in this respect also there has been a material improvement upon last 
year. With very few exceptions the whole of the mills and manu- 
factories in the district, many of which had until lately: been stand- 
ing since the cotton famine, are at work, and their demand upon the 
collieries, supplemented by the usual winter increase in the consump- 
tion of house coal, keeps the pits fully employed—at any rate, as fully 
employed as the men, with their weakness for holidays, will allow 
them to be. The ironmasters, too, are enjoying a prosperity wholly 
unprecedented ; stocks of any magnitude are not to be found, quota- 
tions for inferior brands are constantly being refused, and at very 
few of the works will th:y undertake to execute new orders in supe- 
rior sorts within several months, The Manufactured Iron Trade has 
lately been greatly extended, and new concerns are springing up in 
all directions. The Dallam Forge Company, whose works are situate 
a few score yards from the ill-fated Moss Pits, have completed their 
arrangements for the manufacture of puddled bars, and intend shortly 
to extend their premises, so as to be able to execute orders in finished 
iron. In the same neighbourhood a new company—the Ince Rolling 
Mills Company—are making preparations for a very extensive trade ; 
the works are expected to be in operation early next year, 

One of the first acts of the joint directorate of the London and 
North-Western and Laucasire and Yorkshire Companies has been to accept ten- 
ders for a new and extensive station at Preston, and it has given general satis- 
faction, for the improvement was greatly needed. The feeling of opposition to 
the amalgamativun is still very strong, especially in Wigan and Liverpool, but 
there will be no difficulty in overcoming it by a little conciliation. Steps are 
being taken in both these places to keep open if possible, as a distinct means of 
transit, the Leeds and Liverpoo! Canal, which tor many years has been leased 
to one of the ruilway companies, Whose contract is on the point of expiring.

Past January a fire broke out at the collieries of the Tawd Vale Com- 
pany, Skelmersdale, and the directors instructed Mr, Kellett and Mr, 
Watkins, mining engineers, to do what was necessary to abate the fire, 
They closed the shafts,and afterwards ascertained that, under the advice of 
another engineer, these had been re-opened. Messrs. Watkins and Kellett then 
withdrow altogether, and payment of their accounts was refused, because they 
declined to furnish a written report, their reason for so doing being that they 
were not disposed to allow the company to transfer to another englveer the 
benefit of their experience. In the case of Mr. Kellett the Judge held there was a 
general liability by the defendants, and left the question of amount to an arbi- 
trator. In Mr. Watkins's case judgment was reserved. 

The adoption of the nine-hours principle throughout the district is 
ouly a matter of time. The workpeople of the Fairbairn Engineering Com- 
pavy, in Manchester, have held a demonstration for the purpose of thanking 
the company for giving the reduction ; at Bolton the system has been volanta- 
rily brought into operation by the employers In some trades, At Blackburn a 
meeting has been held, and a committee of workmen tn the fron trade has been 
—— to promote the adoption of the principle; and at Crewe the employees 
of the London and North-Western Railway Company have memortalised the 
company with the same object. A Nine-hours League was formed in Wigan 
several months ago, but its operations hitherto have been confined to forward- 
ing aid to the Newcastle men, and to inducing all trades to join the organisa. 
tion. The Miners’ Association for the cistrict is included, and its object ta 
taking part in the movement Is not to secure a nine-hours but an elght-hours 
system for the colliers, whose representatives have been agitating the question 
in all parts of the county. There would be no difficulty in introducing an 
eight-houra system if the men would only work eleven days in the fortnight, and 
not six or seven as the majority of them do now, to the great loss of the colllery 
proprietors, and to the serious increase in the percentage of risk in the working 
of the collieries, in consequence of the mines being allowed to stand idle for se- 
veral days in the week, and being worked at an immense pressure during the 
remainder. 2 

In some parts of South Lancashire the miners are seeking another 
advance in wages, but there is no general movement. At meetings in the 
Leigh and Tyldesley district it has been complained that the prices for coal- 
getting are still 5 per cent. below what they were when last trade was as good 
asitisnow. The interest of the men, however, is mainly directed to the as- 
sembling In Manchester on Monday next of a great conference of miners’ dele- 
gates from the districts of the Amalgamated and National Associations, The 
executives of the two assoclations met together for the first time a few months 
ago, and arranged this meeting, the object of the promoters being to bring a 
powerful Influence to bear upon the Government with regard to the long-delayed 
Mines Regulation and Inspection Bill, the truck system, aud the measure re- 
lating to trades untons, 

At the Moss Pits the work of winding out the water used for flood- 
ing the colliery has been continued during the past week at the downcast shaft, 
but in consequence of the stormy weather that bas prevailed the head-gearing 
at the upcast has not yet been completed, The water on Wednesday was about 
236 yards from the surface, and is being lowered about 14 yards dally, As soon 
as the Pemberton Four-feet mine, which lies at a depth of 258 yards, has been 
unroofed another inspection of the shaft will be made. The Wigan Four-feet, 
in which the furnace was situate, is 434 yards from the surface, and 25 yards 
lower is the Nine-feet seam, in which the original explosion took place. 








REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 


Nov. 1.—Our warrant market, which closed on Wednesday last at 
62s, 9d., opened with a strong tone on Friday, and 63s, 3d. was paid, 
On Monday forenoon there was rather a rush to buy, and the price 
was speedily run up to 64s, 3d, cash, and 64s. 74d, one month, a large 
business being done on Monday and Tuesday from these prices to 6d, 
per ton lower. To-day the market opened at 64s, cash, and a very 
extensive business was done up to 64s. 6d. cash and 64s. 9d. one 
month, closing very firmly at the best. The shipments continue on 
an extraordinary scale, and the general demand being also very good, 
the tone of the market has become exceedingly strong. Stocksin the 
hands of makers, both in Scotland and the Middlesborough district, 
have become very much reduced, aud more inconvenience is daily 
being experienced from the difficulty in getting delivery of pig-iron, 
Stocks in store have also been reduced during this month 6327 tons, 
Prices of makers’ iron are very irregular, and are advanced almost 
everyday. The undernoted quotations will be found to show a very 
decided improvement on those of this day week :—

During the past few days there has been a more plentiful supply 
of orders for Malleable Iron than for some time back, commen bars 
being well enquired for, and placed to an improved extent, with prices 
tending to an advance, Plates are still reported short in delivery, 
but angles are not quite so much pressed, The price of machinery 
and cast-iron is also on the advance, on account of the rise in the 
raw article and in wages. The displacement caused by the City 
Union Railway and the City Improvement Trust has necessitated 
immediate reconstruction in other parts of the town; and as iron is 
being largely used in beams and pillars, architectural castings have 
all been advanced. The contract for lighting Yokohama—the chief 
commercial town in Japan—has been entrusted to Messrs, Laidlaw 
and Son, gas engineers here, who are to supply all the pipes and 
other apparatus necessary forthe purpose. The copperworkers have 
their hands so full of work that customers must wait their turn in 
many cases, and the operatives are chuckling over the failure of the 
masters’ scheme for introducing foreigners to help them with it, 
For Coals the price is firmer than it was a week ago, with a good 
demand for all descriptions, and low stocks in coalmasters’ hands, 
Present prices are also assisted by the soarcity of rolling stock on the 
Caledonian and other railways, which is preventing the output from 
being brought forward freely to market. In Lanarkshire, Ayre- 
shire, and the Lothians, as well as in Fifeshire, the “bings” are 
being rapidly reduced where they existed, and coal is becoming scarce, 
Wages are also high, which is giving facilities to the colliers for ré- 
stricting their day to eight hours, and thus lessening the output, and 
increasing the charge for coals of all descriptions. We are also fa- 
voured with a good export trade, the shipments foreign and coastwise 
for the week just ended being 38,350 tons, against 27,177 tons in the 
corresponding week last year. The wages question with the colliers 
is unsettled, but nothing definite is at present being done. 
On Saturday the Right Hon. B. P. Bouveric, M.P. for the Kilmar- 
marnock Burghs, addressed his constituents in the Corn Exchange Hall, Kil- 
marnock, On the platform were Sir David Wedderburn, M.P. for South Ayr- 
shire; Mr. Finnie, M.P,for North Ayrshire, &c. After the right hon. gentle. 
man’s address had been concluded, Mr. Thomas Smith, miners’ agent, asked if 
Mr, Bouverie was in favour of getting a clause in the Mines Regulation Bill ag 
to the formation of a map showing the airings and the system of ventilation of 
the mines ?—Mr. Bouverie sald that, subject to the opinion of skilled people of 
such a plan being practicable, he would certainly be in favour of it. He ap- 
proved gencrally of the propqsals of the petition prepared by the Merthyr miners 
as to the restriction of the age of boys employed in mines, &.—Mr. Smith asked 
if he was prepared to apply the principle in the Railway Acts of awarding com- 
pensation to the injured through the negligence of railway servants to colliery 
owners, and hold them responsible for the negligence of those under them hay- 
ing charge of working miners ?—Mr. Bouverie rep!ied that he would be so far 
as the loss was the conscquence of negligence on the part of the em | owner, 
or of those directly employed by him. (Cheers.)—Mr. Smith then said that on 
the part of the Kilmarnock miners he had to thank Mr. Bouverle, Sir David 
Wedderburn, and Mr, Fiuuie, fur their exertions on behalf of the miners, 
The dispute with the colliery engine-keepers may now be said to be 
at an end, as by far the largest number of employers in the Wishaw district had 
conceded the advance of 2s. per week, the sum asked by the men‘ 
Meesrs, John and Edwin Wright, patentees of wire-ropes, cables, 
&c., Universe Works, London and Birmingham, have just completed at their 
Birmingham works, for the London and North-Western aud North British Rall- 
way Companies, two of the largest tunnel-ropes ever made, They wilt weigh 
together nearly Gv tons—one belug 5000 and the other 6000 yards long—made from 
Messrs. Webster and Horsfall’s patent charcoal wire, With hemp centres, and in 
circumference measuring 54 in. They will bear a broaking strain of 50 tons, 
They are for use in the Lime-street Tunnel, Liverpool, and in the Cowlairs 
Tunnel, Glasgow. f : 
The prosperity of the Shipbuilding Trade on the Clyde is not only 
marked, but is extending. Last week there was launched a screw-steamer, 
named the Florence, which is to be engaged in carrying Iron ore between Spata 
and England, Her dimensions are 220 by 30 ft., by 18 ft., with engines of 10)-

at 22551.; an fron paddle-yacht (complete), weighing 3 tons 10 cwts., and valued 
at 4601,, together with steam-engines to the value of 1101. RS. 
Yesterday evening Mr. G, Bischof (late of Bonn) gave his introduc- 
tory lecture on Technical Chemistry, in the Andersonian University, to a large 
audience. The learned Professor defined technology as being, in the widest 
sense of the term, the art of producing or improving all the dally necessaries 
and luxuries of life from natural productions. The subject of technology he 
divided into two branches—the chemical and the mechanical, After touching 
on the various sciences which aided technology, Prof. Bischof went on to give 
illustrations of the kind of subjects which would fall to be discussed in bis sub- 
sequent lectares, {ustancing the Bessemer, Martin, and Heaton processes for the 
production of steel, explaining the pecularities of each, and the conditions 
under which each of them was to be preferred to the others. Mr. H. Deacon’s 
method of obtaining chlorine on a large scale for use in the manufacture of 
bleaching-powder was next adverted to at some length approvingly, the lecturer 
mentioning that by this new process bleaching-powder could be manufactured 
at 2l. per ton less than by Weldon’s process. The lecturer next alluded to the 
Claudet process for the extraction of the silver and gold contained in the rest- 
dues of the Spanish copper pyrites used in this country by the alkall makcrs in 
the production of sulphuric acid. The process was carried out as a commercial 
success by Mr. John Arthur Phillips, at the works of the Widnes Metal Com- 
any. If, he said, the process were universally employed throughout the United 
ingdom no less than 49,0001, worth of silver, and rather more than 60,0001, of 
gold per annum could be extracted from the waste residues, The lecturer con- 
cluded by adverting to the methods of dealing with the liquid sewage of towns, 
and received a cordial vote of thanks from his auditory for Lis interesting lecture, 





TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR, 


Nov. 1,—There have been large arrivals of vessels of all kinds in 
these rivers of late, many chartered to take heavy cargoes of coal to 
distant parts, The supply of steamers is also good, and a large 
amount of business of all kinds has been done. Complaints still con- 
tinue of the great want of accommodation for vessels in the Tyne, 
numbers of vessels not being able to get into the docks, much less a 
berth to loadat. The construction of docks on the north side of the 
river, at Coble Dean, and the extension of the Tyne docks, is very 
urgently required, and measures are expected to be taken to promote 
these important works, The Iron and Engine Trades continue good, 
and, as the strike has happily terminated, most of the works have 
now got into perfect working order. The Ouseburn engineworks 
are being pushed on vigorously, and it is intended to start engine- 
works at Sunderland on the co-operative principle also, A consi- 
derable number of the Belgian engineers brought over have left for 
their own country, but a number of Swedes, Danes, and Norwegians 
are still here, and the greater number of them are likely to remain. 

A very serious explosion occurred at the Earl Vane’s Seaton Col- 
Hery, hear Seaham Harbour. The colliery is very extensive. Originally two 
large shafts were sunk, each being divided into two by brattices, it being in- 
tended to work each as a separate colllery, and no doubt the royalty was ample 
enough for two large works, so that the original scheme was, no doubt, the best, 
although it might have caused the sinking of additional shafts in order to meet 
the Act of Parliament passed subsequently to the first winning. But some com- 
pions law disputes between the parties who held the two works—thac Is, the 

orth Hetton Coal Company and Karl Vane—wero ultimately settled by the 
latter parties taking both works and connecting the two shafts. The works 
extend about 1% mile on either side of the shaft, The whole of the colliery Is 
laid idle by the calamity, and the men have been offered work at the other 
collleries belonging to Karl Vane inthe neighbourhood, ‘The Coroner’s inquest 
was adjourned for three weeks, in order to give time for fully ascertaining the 
circumstances connected with theexp!osion ; and it is understood that when the 
jury meet at that time they will probably again have to adjourn for as long a 
period, in consequence of the state of the colliery not having been ascertained. 








REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Nov, 2.—There has been no change in the Iron and Coal Trades of 
Derbyshire during the week, both being in a very healthy state. The 
demand for pig-iron is still large, as are the requirements of the ma- 
nufacturers in Sheffield and other places. The increase in the pro- 
duction of the crude article has led to large importations of the 
Northamptonshire ore, the producers of which are working hard to 
supply the orders that are now flowing in, and which are nearly in excess of 
what they can raise. The collierles are very busy, there being even more doing 
from reveral of them to London than there has been, whilst there is a most de- 
cided Increase taking place. The favourable position of the Derbyshire coal 
fleld, the quality of its seams, and the facilities afforded by the Midland Rail- 
way Company, are now being taken full advantage of, more especially in the 
traffic to the metropolis, which has assumed immense proportions during the 

resent year, The Clay Cross Company are doing a very large trade,and must 
ralsing close upon 500,000 tons of coal yearly, the greater part of which is 
sent to the London market, From Staveley there Is a very extensive business, 
sending to nearly all parts of the South of England. The company ts about the 
most Important in thecounty, noted not only for its production of manufactured 
iron, but for the liberality with which its workpeople have been treated, and 
for the many advantages which they enjoy, educationally and otherwise. It 
is, therefore, gratifylug to find that whilst miners and ironworkers in almost 
every partof the kingdom have been making demands, and threatening to strike, 
those in Derbyshire have shown no such disposition, Where grievances have 
been pointed out, as a rule, they bave been redressed, and advances of wages 
have been given unasked for, As one proof that such has been the case, it may 
be stated that Messrs, Smedley and Co., of the Kagle Works, Belper, bave given 
their men notice that they will adopt the nine hours’ system from Jan.1. A 
subscription is being made on behalf of the widows and orphans of the men 
killed by the explosion at the Wallsend pit, belonging to the Tapton Company, 
and there is every reason tu believe that a considerabie sum will be raised, 

The nine-hours movement is making some progress in Sheffield, 
although the workmen have not taken the extreme and costly method adopted 
by their brethren in the North of England. At the extensive works of Sir J, 
Brown and Co. (Limited) the men met Mr, Ellis, the manager, on Tuesday even- 
ing, when he agreed to adopt the nine hourssystem from Jan. 1 next. The trade 
of the town Is undoubtedly good, the leading makers having been engaged in 
the production of some heavy plates for ships now being constructed by ourown 
Government. 


In general railway material there ts an active demand, more es. 
fally for Bessemer rails, the enquiries for which are on a very exteusive scale, 
akers of ordinary rails, poluts, and signals are all fully employed, as are those 
engaged in cranks, axles, tyres, and springs. Aithough there is now neither 
war nor any signs of it, yet for some time past a large business has been done in 
gun-barrels and heavy ordnance castings, The mills engaged in telegraphic and 
other wire have becn kept briskly going, whlie there is now an excellent demand 
for files, General cutlery ts in improved request, and the spring-knife hands— 
a by no means well pald class—have requested an advance of 10 per cent, on the 
existing scale of prices 

The forges and foundries in the neighbourhood of Rotherham con- 
tinue to be well employed, both tn mill-work and ornamental and genera) cast- 
ings. The Yorkshire Eugineworks, at Meadow Hall, where there are al! the 
machinery and appliances for doing a very extensive business, are now busier 
than they have been in locomotives adapted to the requirements of the tropics, 
Several of those now In hand are for Switzerland, Mexico, and other parts of 
South America, 

Coal-cutting machinery is just now making more progress in the 
estimation of colliery proprietors than has hitherto been the case. 
One of the patent pick-machines of the Messrs, Firth, of Leeds, has 
been set to work in the Newbiggin Colliery of Messrs. Newton, Cham- 
bers, and Co., of the Thorncliffe Ironworks and Collieries. Should 
it realise all the expectations.that are formed of it, the machine, no 
doubt, will make its way in South Yorkshire, as there are many valu- 
able advantages to be gained by getting coal by such means, as com- 
pared with hand work, 

The Great Northern Railway Company, as anticipated last week, 
have raised the rate for coal going from Sonth YorksLire to Loudon, over their 
line, 7d. per ton. This will keep up the difference in the rate from Derbyshire 
and South Yorkshire as it bas been for sometime past, and is not likely to affect 
the trade in any way, which Is now particularly brisk ; indeed, the tonnage going 
over tLe Great Northern, from collieries between Barnsley and Mex! o ‘ough, was 
never larger than at present, so far as the metropolis is concerned, and in not 
a few instances bave orders been declined, trom inability to snpply them, There 
is also a very extensive demand for Hull and Grimsby, particularly iu steam 
qualitics of the Barusley coal, 





COAL FOR THE NAVY.—The crucial test to which coals for use on 
board her Majesty's ships are now being subjected by order of the Admiralty on 
board the Indian troop relief screw steamships Serapis, Crocodile, Malabar, and 
Euphrates, on the voyages of these ships out and home again between Portsmouth 
and Bombay, har, we understand, so far been attended with most decisive re- 
sults, Two of the ships will burn what is termed the mixed coal—equal parts 
of Weleh and North Country, and the othertwo will burn Welsh unmixed, The 
Seraplis and the Crocodile were the two first to leave Portsmouth on the voyage 
to Bombay and back, the former burning Welsh coal and the latter the mixed, 
or half North and half Welsh, It is stated thatthe Scrapis made the voyage be- 
tween Spithead and Port Said with a less consumption of coal than was burnt 
between Spithcad and Malta by the Crocodile.—7imes, 





THE FLORENCE TIN MINE CoMPANY.—In last week’s Journal we 
briefly recorded the first general meeting of thiscompany ; and among 
the Mining Correspondence in another part of our present number 
will be found the purser’s report submitted at that meeting.

Toward the end of 
the paper there appears to be an important error; bisulphide of tin changes 
from brownish yellow to light yellow by the withdrawal of heat, as it is already 
shown that increased heat causes a change to dark red or black ; otherwise, the 
results would not be “ quite in accordance with the law”’ previously stated. The 
next paper Is on dynamite and other explosives.
